Lprdj teach me to be generous 

One of the amazing things in the Church is how people are transformed. I 
have seen people grow so dramatically. Several years ago while in the 
parish at Bonesteel, I met Greg Kollars. He was a mechanic and a single dad 
with a daughter in 8 th grade and a son in 10 th grade. All three of them helped 
every week to set up for Wednesday faith formation. 

But Greg was an unlikely servant of the Church. Only a few years before 
I met him, he was not active in the faith. However, he had a conversion 
experience and came back to the Church which led to him being more 
involved in the parish. 

I was only in Bonesteel for two years. In that time, Greg continued to be 
the director of religious education. He was on the pastoral council, a lector, 
and a core member of a group that started Quest which is a retreat for 9 th & 
10 th grades. Later, he joined the lay ministry class which I facilitated. He 
was a volunteer fireman and helped many elderly people in town. I am sure 
that I am failing to mention lots of other things that he was doing. 

Greg Kollars is a great example of a man who opened his heart to grace, 
and he began to do things that he had never dreamed of doing. He became 
an amazing servant. And his example inspired others to be more involved. 
Yet, he was a single parent who had plenty of troubles of his own. Grace 
made the difference.that and a heart of service. 

Easter season is a time of new beginnings. Peter and the other disciples 
never dreamed of what God would do with them. It is a time to consider 
how God has blessed you with gifts that could flower in our parish, like 
Greg found his gifts multiplying. 

On the weekends of April 28-29 and May 5-6, we will invite people to sign 
up for ministries for the upcoming year which will begin next fall. Doing 
this now allows for better planning. It also fits with the season of Easter, a 
time of witness and new life for the Church. 

Recently we have compiled a list of the ministries at OLBH. Copies of the 
Ministry Guide will be available at Mass and in the parish office.

website. Prayerfully consider 
how you might serve in a 
new way.
